Judge .Long's Pension. 


The period of thirty days allowed 


Judge Charles D. Long, of Michigan, to 
file additional evidence in his pension 
claim has expired. In accordance with 
the instructions of his counsel, Judge 
Long has not responded to the notice 
sent him by Commissioner Loehrcn to 
submit further evidence of right to a 
monthly pension of 872 instead of 650, 
the amount fixed under the Commission- 
er's constitutional law.

Pension Bureau that the counsel of the 
Michigan Judge may appear at the Bu- 
reau Mon'day morning to show cause 
why the reduction should not he made. 
This action on the part of the legal ad- 
visers in the test case, however, will not 
he taken, and as no further evidence has 
been riled during the allotcd time, the 
pension will be at once cut down to 830 
a month. The reduction will be con- 
tested, and it is the determination of 
counsel to ultimately carry tlie case to
